Officer that he had been asked by his eiroloyers to act as an interpreter 
for the steamship line in some dealings involving shipments assigned to the 
Soviet Mission in New York City. 

2. Subject stated ttiat he could see no wrong or risk in accepting, 
it being well !mown that he was of Byelorussian origin and conversant in 
several Slavic languages. 

3, Subject stated that he has had an opportunity to speak with 

Hr. N. SAItHARCV and finds him to be an agreeable sort of a person, and one 
apparently not too difficult to become acquainted with. 

li. Subject states that he has reported this contact for the 
following reasons: 

a. Subject’s or.rn security. 

b. Possible defection of SiiKHAROV. 

c. Penetration of the Soviet liission. 

d. Penetration of the shipments assif^ed to the Soviet Mission.
